Chairman Hannum called the meeting to order at 5:30 p.m.  
 
Fire Chief Richard Boardman, Deputy Chiefs John Ullrich and Robert Beham, together 
with several members of the Sheffield Hose Company, were present to discuss the status 
of the proposed addition to the Fire Station.  Chief Boardman said the plans have changed 
due to the poor economic climate and the Hose Company has decided to build a smaller 
addition.  The new plans call for just adding two bays to accommodate the new fire 
tanker and existing apparatus.  Sufficient funds have already been raised to pay for this 
smaller addition.  Should additional funds become available in the future, the building 
may be enlarged.  It is anticipated that construction will begin in May with applications 
being filed over the winter for the required special permit and variances.   
 
Discussion also ensued about the new tanker/pumper that will be purchased.   Board 
members agreed that once the special permit and variances are obtained and a contract 
signed for the construction of the addition, the tanker could be ordered.     
 
Selectmen Collingwood moved to adjourn the meeting, The motion was seconded by 
Selectmen Macy and carried unanimously.   
 
Chairman Hannum adjourned the meeting at 5:50 p.m.
